Two ennctmenhi, wo mi^ht almost trul^ 
sny, creaUi more ill fooling and load to 
moro miButicleratanding tbaa all the other 
IcgUlativo mou^mrea of the Colony com- 
bined together. We allude to the Stamp 
and Bankru])tcy Acts. Both of them are 
obnoxious, und both to a great extent are 
BO from a dilBouUy in underetanding their 
complex details and machinory. The gene- 
ral public cannot master thorn, and they 
become cautious and timid. In too many 
instances tliey operate as a chock upon 
transactions and basinoas relations of any 
in vol ved or extended nature. As at ptoaent 
understood, our New Zealand Bankruptcy 
Imw is a perfect terror to the honest trader, 
and a veritable haven to him who seeks its 
sheltej'. The man who swindles and dupes 
his creditor has — if he has sufficient meuna 
to employ a lawyer — tho ball at his own 
foot. He can laugh, and crow, and be 
merry at the exponae of those whom he 
has wroagocl. He emerges from a visit or 
two to tho Court — at which even his at- 
t indance is often dispensed with — white- 
washed, and with a certificate called a 
final order." This protects the bankrupt, 
and he at once eotcre into business again. 
He may, if he pay those he has fleeced ten 
ahillinge in the pound, obtain a final dis- 
charge ; but Ha tills seema to be valued 
very little, it ia of course not much sought 
after. What ia required is a mere public 
notice of maebings of croditora. In a great 
many case s these are held and over before 
the Aggrieved (Tidltors ever learn that they 
have been advertised. Indeed, the great 
object is to keep these meetings unknown 
until the lu' t posbiblo nmnient. and too 
often — -we might siy, as a rule — their end 
is attained. While the law affords every 
facility to the debtor to declare himself a 
bmkrupt, it witliholds from the creditor 
the iufonnatiou of the circumstance, unless 
ho glcuns it through distcint sections of the 
public press. Formerly, bofore the law 
was altered, notices of meeting.s, Ac., had 
to bo Bsiit to every creditor. A facility 
has been given, in the administration of 
the Act, which is a bonefit to the creditor 
— uaioaly. the bringing of the Insolvoiicy 
Courts into the country districts ; but the 
want of knowledge and information regaivl- 
iug the msetings of theec CourU deprives 
tho Act of the beneficial and remodial 
meH.n.s sought to Ije givcu creditors In 
fact, tho object of the Act is defeated ; and 
we urgK, in the interests of tradesmen oa 
the Gold-fields apd elsewhere, that a little 
more notico may be given of meetings for 
proof of debts and hearings. The judge of 
the Court has power given liim to name 
the piper in which bankruptcy notices 
ahall appoar. At present these are, wo 
believe, limited to tlie Dunedin Timat und 
the Provincial GazetU. It is advisable, as 
far as up-country iuHolvenciCs are con- 
cerned, to extend this list, and publish 
notices in iho local paper ncairest to the 
buxkrupt’a residence or late piaco of busi- 
ness, Another anomaly the law presents 
is, that thongh tlie Act very strictly defines 
many grounds upon wliich a fiiuii onier 
may be refused, and those upon which the 
bankrupt may be proaecutpd for fraudulent 
insolvency, it throws the whole duty of so 
proceeding against the bankrupt upon the 
creditor or creditors opposing. Ti^e pro- 
visional tpu.stee acts only, apparently, as a 
gleaner, und takes wluit falls to liiru. What 
he does with the receipts, Mr Accounlant 
Brodie can beat testify. Very few credi'- ; 
tow ever hear anything of them in up- { 
country insolvencicH. Ono would have! 
thought it would bo part of the duty of 
the provisional trustee to have sifted out 
the estate and conduct of tlie bankrupt, 
seeing that he is paid by fees for pei'fovm- 
ing hU duty on beliulf of the creditors. 
Under all circumstances, the law, ivs it is 
at present administered, is clearly in favour 
of the bankrupt, who can, if he thinks fit, 
mock his croditors. If the Act is atrin- 
geiitly adraiiuabered, it is capable of being 
made a teiror to evil-doora, many of whom 
are seeking the mild regime' of this Court 
for fi'Audulont purposes. All men will 
sympathise with tho honest debtor whom 
misfortune overtakes, and so st»ong!y is 
this sympathy dis[>laycd tliat few of tbi.s 
class have to seek tho protection of tho 
Court, It is tliosB whose pi'occedings are 
doubtful — wJioae'transactions are not gene- 
rally viewed with favour — who desire to 
make something o\it of the nffiiir — that 
seek the whitewashing opemtiou of the 
Court, Theiio are the cIaj^s who file a 
declRmtioti of bankruptcy as a mere every- 
day affair, and fed quite hurt if examined 
at any length touching their tlealing.s. It 
is thia class that, are afraid, benefit so 
much by this Act ; and it is their example 
that U pavaly.sing trade, and causing even 
the honest dealer to become an object of 
doubt and suspiciou. Wo havo not at- 
tempted to colour the picture, or to put 
into forcible language tho anatlieraaa we 
hear so often launched against the Ach 
A littlo wholesoTOO severity, we think, 
would tend lo clear tho HtinoRphore of the 
Courts, and create greater confitionee 
Kinougst the public in tho ndrainiKtrntion

A Dan^orous Mail Servica. 



Tho foUowiug iu lui cxtiMCt from a uew 
work oiititlej J'rttcki in FoTlh Ama-icn, 
by William A. Boll, M.A., M.B., Cantab: 
Aiuongat tlio party was the mail con- 
tractor Ibi' tliia road, J’wioo a-week a mail 
carrier rides from Tuscou to Fort Bowio, 
lOG miles ; anotlior then carries tiro mails 
oMtn^oldler'a Farewell, S6 miles ; where 
ho meets the solitary 'rtiail, carrier who has 
to come from La Mesilla, 129 miles to the 
eastward, 'i'lio mail-bags aro oxchaiigod, 
and each retnrna the >ray ha came. The 
iiion who tlius pass unguarded backwards 
and forwards .through a hostile Indiau 
country require .no small share of reckless 
bravery. Their pay is high, buing $200 
in gold (or £40),a-month. ' The contractor 
told mo that ai year never passed without 
one or more of his carriers being “jumped" 
by the Indians, under which oiroumstanoea 
be always made a point of carrying the 
mails himself, for a fortnight at least, over 
the very section of road upon which his 
man had been killed. He had never any 
difficulty afterwards in huding some one 
else sufficiently reckless to risk his life for 
the ordinary remunei-ation. During the 
latter ten miles of our march most of the 
route lay through thick brushwood, com- 
posed of mesquit, greasewood, two kinds 
of alos, yucca, a very large species of prickly 
pear, and other cacti, besides many other 
kinds of thorny bushes, which formed an 
jolniost impenetrable thicket, well adapted 
for an ambuscade. Here and there my 
companion pointed to spots where one or 
Other of his mail carriers had been killed, 
or where ho himself had been “jumped,” 
and related how he had escaped at this 
place by the speed of his horse, or at that 
5 by good service done by his revolver. 

' Many of his anecdotes were most exciting, 

; yet there was no apparent tendency towards 
.j exaggeration ; while, on the other hand, 

1 he oi) 0 nly avowed that the more you have 
^ to do with Indian warfare, the more you 
J dread the Indians, and try to keep out of 
■i their way. “ Men may be very brave at 
, first, but the continual anxiety soon takes 
i the diish out of them— you bet !" and this 
avowal came from a man of undoubted 
courage. 

'i On re.'ichlng the mountains at the en- 
vtmnce of Apache Pass, he pointed to a 
■ foot-hill on the right, and gave me a little 
_^l:etch of the Chirioahul Indians during 
;|iLs residence on the spot. Until the win- 
Itor of lSGl-2 tho Apaches of that range 
Chii'icahiu iloniitains) had not shown any 
-•ery dotei-iuined iiostility to the Anieri- 
;ana, and the mail company, for the two 
ears during which they ran coaches along 
:liis route, kept on good terms with them 
)y giving occasional presents of blankets 
rad food. At the breaking out of the 
■Bbollion, however, an upstart Federal 
ifficer, named Burkett, was sent to take 
:hurg6 of this part of the country, and 
loon after his arrival at the entrance of 
ipaohe Pass, where he formed his camp, 
loaie Mexicans applied to him about a boy 
)f theirs, who thoy suspected had been 
itolen by the Apaches. Barkett summoned 
chief, Cachees, and his head men to 
.he camp. Being on friendly terms with 
he troops, the red men. immediately re- 
iponded to the summons. Cachees and 
Ills six men, however, positively denied 
■he charge of kidnapping the boy ; upon 
rhich orders for their arrest were imme- 
liately given, Cachees in a raoineut slit 
iiwn the canvas of the tent with bis scalp- 
ing-knife, and escaped ; his companions 
were all scoured. A man named Wallace, 
who had long lived on the most amicable 
;erms with the tribe, volunteered to go 
done and treat with them. He did so, 
jjnd sent back a message to Barkett that, 
a his opinion, the boy had not been stolen 
||)y them, but added that he himself was 
jetiiined as a hostage in their hands. Bar- 
kett became furious, and swore that he 
|vould hang the red men if the boy was 
hot returned that night ; and he kept his 
word. On the heights to tho left those 
Juilf-dozeu savages were strung up next 
loorning; and, shocking to relate, poor 
allace, who had trusted so implicitly to 
.he personal affection shown for him by 
.he redskins, was immediately hanged on 
he summit of the heights on the opposite 
lido of the pass. This tragedy over, the 
:hief and his entire band fled back once 
^uin to their mountain fastnesses, never 
noro to come in contact with the white 
nun, unless in the execution of their un- 
[uenchablo revenge. 

Fort Bowin is situated about six miles 
ip the pass It consists of a small collec- 
Jioa of abode houses, built on the summit 
n hill, which rises as a natural look-out 
tation in the centre of ’the defile, and 
oniajangg the ro.ad both ways for two or 
hrcB miles of its length. The only officers 
hero at the time of our visit were Lieut. 
.arroU, Lieut. .Hubbard, and the resident 
nfgeon j the only troops, one small cora- 
uny of forty men. The officers insisted 
pon Lawson, Colton, and myself sharing 
heir quarters ; thoy had not had a visitor 
If any kind for months, and had almost 
.^rgotten that the world was inhabited. 
||r lunoheon I strolled out upon a higher 
tfll-tep to choose a good position for taking 
.1 phetogroph of the fort and pass. The 
'Was a very beautiful one, for wc were 
(j^tamed in on all sides by lofty mountains, 
“ most conspicuous of which is Helen’s 
9®e, Soma two miles distant in th" 



p-ras, tlio sheop and oxen belonging to tho 
fort ware puaiml'nlly grazing, wii.m sud- 
denly I perceived a coiuiuotion among.st 
tho garrison. All wore hurrying to the 
higho.st part and looking tow.urila tho cuttle, 
from which direction 1 heard a few shots 
tlroil. 

It appeared on enquiry that tho mail 
carrier going west to Tuesoii luid only gone 
on his way a short distanoo past the cattle, 
just beyond the turning in tho road which 
hid him from tho fort, when ho suddenly 
came upon two Indians, who were stealthily 
oreoping up towards the stock. Shots were 
exchanged, and lie immediately turned bach 
to give the alarm to the men guarding tho 
cattle, and to the sentinels at the fort. 
The Indians showed themselves two or 
three times^n the open, and tlien disai> 
poared. It was useless for us, with our 
wearied horses, to join in the chase after a 
couple of naked red men, so wo remtiinod 
behind. So poorly supplied was this little 
fort, if such a term may be applied to a col- 
lection of mud huts, that two hoi'ses repre- 
sented the entii'e stock. It was customary 
to keep one of them with the heid and tho 
other in the stable. The favourite chestnut 
of tho lieutenant’s, a high-mettled, splendid 
creature, happened this day to bo at liome. 
He was at once saddled. Carrol was quite 
young : he had only seen some eighteen 
summers, and looked even younger, for 
he w;i3 very fair, and ho had not the Ie:ust 
tinge of whisker on his smooth cheeks. 
I remember watching him spring with one 
bound from tho ground into his Siuldle, 
wave his hand merrily to us, and then 
dasli down the steep, winding road which 
led to the pass below. Again we saw him 
racing as fast as the horse could carry him 
along tho pass after the mail carrier, who, 
being previously mounted, had started off 
with the infantry. I went back to my 
photography, for there were many views I 
wished to obtain; but my friend, Lieuten- 
ant Lawson, could not remain long inao- 
tive. He was a great character. Although 
very short, quite grey with ycar.s, and not 
in the least like a military man, he was 
tho gamest little fellow I ever met. So 
fond of soldiering did he hecorae during 
the war, that he could not settle down to 
business again. Though one of the steadiest 
of men, and a religious man also (a great 
rarity out West), he actually left his good 
wife and family comfortably settled at 
Cincinnati, changod his social position 
from wholesale hardware merchant and 
e.x-colonel of volunteers, to simjjla lieu- 
tenant in the regular army, and started to 
join a Western regiment. The merest 
chance of a brush with the Indians was 
irresistible : so he ordered out his six men 
and their six jaded horses, and off they 
went down tho winding road, and then 
away out of sight along tho pass. As the 
afternoon went by, most of the infantry 
returned by twos and threes, and we wero 
sitting down to dinner when Lieutenant 
Lawson and his men rode into the fort. 
They had hunted about all over the moun- 
tains and through the ravines, but had en- 
countered no savages, nor caught a glimpso 
of a redskin. Carrol, to our surprise, was 
not with them. We made enquiries, aud 
found that, all had reported themselves 
except the lieutenant and the niail-oavrier. 
We questioned those who had gone the 
farthest, and also a shepherd just back 
from over the liills. These agreed that 
they had heard distant reports of firo-arms 
coming .apparently from the western ])lain. 
This w;vs the direction the two redskins 
had taken. So we s-addled our horses 
without delay, and, with sickening fore- 
bodings in our hearts, started across the 
mountains towards the western plain. We 
scrambled up the base of Helen’s Dome, 
which was so steep as almost to baffle our 
horses, well trained as they were to all 
sorts of bad places ; then, after skirting 
the side for some distanen, we cros.sed a 
ravine to another mountain slope, down 
which we plunged over large blocks of 
limestone and marble, leading our horses 
by their bridles, and clambering through 
the rocks as best we could. Every moment 
was precious, for the sun had almost set 
before we reached the plain. ’Then we 
spread out in line, nine in number ; for 
there was no enemy in sight, and onr only 
hope was to strike the trail, for wo know 
they must have passed somewhere in this 
direction. Every eye was fixed on tho 
ground, every blade of grass w.as closely 
scanned ; our souls were in our eyes. At 
last one remarked “ pony tracks ;’’ then 
another called out, “ This way they lead 
not two, three, or four tracks, but many— 
perhaps a dozen. The white men had evi- 
dently followed too far in pursuit, and, 
falling into an ambuscade, had been cut off 
from their comrades, Most of tho lioof- 
prints were naked, but two sets were shod. 
These wero certainly those of the missing 
horses, Wc could not hurry on very 
rapidly without losing the trails, and yet 
there was not half an hour's daylight. 
For throe miles farther wo pressed on, 
carefully tracking oiu- way, Wc passed a 
spot much tranapled down and blood- 
stained. Here tho poor fellows had made 
a stand ; had probably tried to out their 
way back through their enemies, who were 
driving them from the fort. A little far- 
ther, and all hope of life was gone. Tho 
mail-carrier lay stretched upon tho open 
plain — scalped, naked, and mutilated — in 
the setting sun. This poor man woro 
whiskera, arid tho savages produced even 
a more startling eff'ict than 'i-ual V»v stain- 



ing one of them. Thus half of tho face 
was stripped of skill, and the blooding 
muscles woro laid bure. Wo ooiild not 
stop for a moment ; but, dragging up two 
huge magay jilants to mark the spot, wo 
followed tho pony tracks. Tlie suu sank, 
anij it was only by the red glare thrown 
up from behind tho horizon, and refluetod 
by tho bare mountains of rock to tho east 
of us, that wo were able to track our way. 
So difficult was it at last that we began to 
despair of ever learning tho fato of poor 
Carroll. We longed to see bis dead body ; 
for the idea of his being taken alive to he 
tortured and roimted over a slow fire, whilst 
tho fiends danced round him and exulted 
over his agony, was the one dread consum- 
mation which made our blood run cold. 
No one spoke, for wo all knew well that 
such would be his fato if that sun had hot 
shone upon his corpse. As we took a last 
searching look over the dimly-lighted plain 
in front of us, we saw an object move 
slightly on the grass. We quickly rode 
towards it, and in half a mile farther wo 
found that it was the faithful dog of the 
lieutenant. He was guarding the stiff and 
lifeless body of his master. So we wrapped 
tho naked body in a saddle-cloth, and tied 
it on a horse. But for the moon, we 
: should not havo found tho spot where the 
niail-carrier lay. We placed him also on 
anotlier horse, and then turned our faces 
towaixls the pass. The wolves were already 
gathering round tho spot, and the niglit 
winds wero blowing up cold and chill. 
The night before, that S:inie beautiful moon 
which now shone poacefvdly down upon us 
had lighted us through tlio noble gorge in 
the Peloneello Mountains, while wo sang 
choruses and enjoyed the grandeur of the 
scene. This night she lighted us through 
another gorge, in another range of moun- 
tains — Apache Pass ; but how different 
were ovu* feelings, as slowly we inarched 
in mournful silence over tho nine miles 
which led u)) to the fort, 

TliiLs ended the 5tli of Novenihor. Next 
morning we buried the ]ioor follows in the 
Httlo graveyard among the mountiiins, The 
doctor read tlie burial service, and Lieut. 
Hubbard, Oolton, Lawson, and myself 
wore the chief mourners, 'When the final 
volley had been fired over our two poor 
comrades, and I turned to glanco at the 
tablets of their companions, I read on the 
wooden crosses, over every grave but one 
the same sad story of their fate, “ Killed 
by the Ajiaches." When Caohecs' six best 
warriors were wantonly hanged five years 
before, that bold chieftain vowed that for 
every one of hLs lost comrades a hundred 
whito men should die by tlie hands of him- 
self and Ills baud. Two more scalps were 
thus added to the long strings of those 
which already liung from the belts of the 
Chiricahui braves. 



The 'Victorian Kangaroo Stepper. 

There's a now animal been found oiits 
It s called the Kangaroo Stepper, and it’, 
a rummy sort, I can tell you. They aay 
it hasn’t got any father or mother, or 
maiden aunt; and so “ I 'spent it growed," 
like the naughty nigger girl in the book. 
You can make a Kangaroo Stepper as easy 
as can be. First, you must beg, borrow, 
or steal a lump of hair as big as a round 
of beef — if it's carrotty, so much the better, 
for tlicu the Kangaroo Stepper calls itself 
“ Fair, fair, with the golden ’air.” Then 
you must take anything in nature, from an 
oyster-shell to tho lid of an old coffee-pot, 
and you must trim that with lace, and 
velvet, and artificial dandelions and things, 
till Professor Bones, of the University, 
couldn't tell what creature they belonged 
to when in their original state of business 
and being. That's a h.at for tho Stepper. 
Next, you want about a mile and a-half of 
different coloured ribbons, and a good deal 
of gilt gimoracks to make earrings, pins, 
brooches, ‘ bracelets, and clasps for the 
Kangaroo Stepper (a brass candle-stick or 
two might be useful to work these up).

Iiom3 Extracts. 

A woiu in living on Uie property of Sir 
Wivtltin W, Wyini 1ms presented her hus- 
band, a hibouror, with (ivo ohihlren at a 
birth, Three days ago they woro all alive. 
The Queen has sent her £7. Twice she 
has had throe at a birth, all of whom have 
lived. Tho poor woman has laid twenty- 
two children. 

One of the boys on board tho training- 
ship Warspite, off Charlton, cgiiunittcd 
suicide by hanging himself, while in a fit 
of ill-temper caused by being placed in 
solitary confinement for miscondnet. The 
lad, who was nmiied Georgo Dobson (aged 
16), was admitted by the Marino Society 
on October 1 8. Au inqiie.st was lield on 
board, when the jury expressed themselves 
unanimously of opinion that the coudnet 
of Captain Phipps and tho schooliniister 
had been only such as to preserve the 
necessary disciplino of tho ship. 

On November 22, Mr R, Blagden, the 
coroner, held an inquest at the Lamb 
Hotel, Wostbounie, on the body of a child 
named Elizii Belter, who was poisoned - 
through eatiuga number of chrysanthemum 
blooms, which had been given to her at 
school 

Two d.aughtors of the Duke and Duchess 
of Abercorn liave been married in West- 
minster Abbey — -Lady Maude Hamilton 
to tho Marqnis of Lanstlowne, and Lady 
Albertha to tho Marquis of Blaiulford, 
oldest .son of tho Duke of Marlborough. 
The Priiico and Princess of Wales, tho 
Prince and Princess Christian, and the 
Duke of Cambridge, were present at the 
ceremony. 

One of tho French papers lately gave 
two admirable receipts for cooking lobsters, 
but they appear to us calculated to give 
more satisfactiou to the epicure than the 
lobster, to the consumer than thooonaumed. 
We .aro told in the firat place that it is in- 
dispensable to the success of these roccijits 
that the lobsters should be alive ; then wc 
arc directed in one case to cut the lobster 
across in presentable pieces, and to break 
the claws without dlsliguring them ; and 
in oho other to fix tlis lobster on tho spit, 
and put it before a very quick fire, then 
to basto it with butter seasoned with salt 
and pepper. When the shell drops off in 
small pieces, then, and not till then, Ls the 
nnluqipy lobster cooked. 

Tho Kev. George Gllfillnn re-delivered 
his oration on the Byron-Stowo mystery 
at Sunderland on Wednesday week, and 

made tho following additional remarks ; 

“ Mrs Stowe, I see by to-day’s Scolsvum, 
intends not only to return to the inglorious 
charge, but to write a book, and next to 
give a history' of the whole disgusting 
matter, explaining therein, and showing 
the historical connection of, Lady Byron’s 
letters to Mrs Leigh. We may well ask, 
where are her friends 1 Will no one — her 

sensibla husband, her gifted brother 

iubefero to tell her that, even though she 
should succeed in writing a plausible book, 
it will first of alt come under tho penum- 
bra of the prejudice which her “ True 
Story” — so grossly false and outrageously 
overdone— -created agaiu.st her, damaging, 
if not her trustworthiness, her prudence, 
reticence, and sense ; and, secondly, that 
the book is not likely to demonstrate her 
proposition ; and, thirdly, and even though 
it should, it will only perpetrate, along 
with the blasted memory of its subject, 
her ultroneous, officious, unwomanly, un- 
enviable share in the miserable task, and 
send her name down to posterity as a sort 
of volunteer moral Mrs Calcraft, or female 
executioner, to a being whom, with all his 
fiiults, I pronounce ineffably greater and 
nobler than her small, sanctimonious, but 
viperous Yankee self.” 

On November 15 an explosion took 
place in No, 5 pit of the Moss Hall Coal 
Company's colleriea at Platt Bridge, three 
miles from Wigan. The shaft is 275 yards 
deep, and has been recently constructed. 
The winding up of men for the night had 
commenced, and many had been brought 
up, when the gas fired in the six-feet 
mine, tho lowest seam. Exploring parties 
were formed at once. The explosion was 
very violent, and much damage was done. 
Eight bodies have been recovered, and 
ninctoen men and boys aro still in the 
working! Tlie colliery was on fire, and 
both shafts have been closed to extinguish 
the burning coal. 

A despatch from Sau Francisco, dated 
November 9, states th.at the Tahiti Cotton 
Company about six months .ago sent the 
barque Margaret Candor, Capt. Blackett, 
to the Gilberc Islands for a cargo of coolies. 
The captain succeoded in securing about 
300, and with tlii.s numbor ho started on 
his return trip. During the voyage, tlioy 
mutinied, and killed the c,\ptain and two 
officers, horribly mutilating their hodioa. 
The mate and crew escaped to tho hold of 
the vessel. There he placed a keg of 
powder under tho main hatch, and having 
arranged n fuse, called tho coolies, The 
aavage-s crowded round tho hatchway, and 
the mate then firod tho fuse, blowing up 
the portion of the deck on which they were 
standing, and killing nearly the whole of 
them. Tho rest jumped overboard, or 
fell victims to tho mate and romaiiiiiig 
men. Tho vessel was brouglit safely to 
Tahiti. 

Tlit'oe men have been arrested at Law- 
rence, Mims., on a charge of attempting 
to ini'inu the trotting horse Fi'onoliimra.
